The financial statement of the Town 
of Vulcan, reproduced in detail in our 
last issue, shows that the town is in 
an exceptionally sound financial con¬ 
dition, with no debenture indebtedness 
and with sufficient cash on hand to 
meet expenses until tax receipts start 
to come in. Receipts at $41,973.27, are 
up about $4,000, but $3600 of this was 
received on trust accounts for school, 
hospital and social service. Cash on 
hknd and in the bank at Dec. 31st, 
1938, was $9,630.51, as compared to 
$8,853.73 at Dec. 31st, 1937, despite 
the fact that expenditures on streets 
and sidewalks during 1938 show an 
increase of approximately $3500. Few, 
if any, towns in Alberta can show such 
a favorable financial statement as Vul¬ 
can. Credit for the town’s fine show¬ 
ing is largely due to Mr. Errett King, 
who has been a member of the council 
for the past eight years. Mr. King has 
served as mayor of the town for the 
past six years and through his efforts 
and those of the cpuncils which have 
served under Turn in that time the 
town’s debenture and bank indebted¬ 
ness has been wiped out and the fin¬ 
ancial statements of the immediate 
past years have shown cash balances. 
Citizens will learn with regret of 
Mayor King’s decision not to stand for 
re-election this year but he has de¬ 
voted a great deal of his time to town 
affairs and feels that he has done his 
bit for the town. In announcing his 
decision, Mr. King paid tribute to the 
members of the councils of past years 
vtfnose layalty and co-operation were 
of such great help and said he would 
be glad to give, in an unofficial capac-* 
ity, any help or advice he could to fu¬ 
ture councils.

would follow 1000 miles of present railway line. Them] 
would then be 1200 miles of new construction and rough* 
cost is estimated at about $14,000,000. 

In discussing plan of payment, there is little likeliehood 
that Canada will assume any share of the cost, though 
probably it would be quite as justifiable an investment as 
the Montreal terminal. 

In all events, this road captures the imagination. Wheth¬ 
er it be through Alberta or B. C., it would form a link in 
an amazing network of highway, ultimately connecting 
New York with Paris. There are said to be no construc¬ 
tional difficulties in spanning Behring Straits, either by- 
bridge or tunnel. And within a decade or less, it is con¬ 
ceivable that motor cars will circle the world, from South 
America to North America, across the Alaskan peninsula 
to Siberia, over the Asiatic countries to Europe, and thence 
to Africa.

HAHE probability of a U.S.A.-Alaska highway' to be 
routed through B.C., is a familiar topic of interna¬ 
tional interest. Although* negotiations between the B.C. 
government and Washington have been under way for a 
time, and a survey cf the projected road has been made, 
the United Farmers of Alberta in a convention resolution 
presented the claims of such a road to be built through Al¬ 
berta. They argued certain advantages in road building 
and routing, and advanced definite benefits which would 
result to Alberta. It is perhaps late in the day for Albert 
ti^-tb be presenting its case, but may not be too late, as it 
is understood that no definite agreement' has yet been 
reached in the B.C. discussion. 

An argument against a military road passing through 
Canadian territory is that it implies a degree of control bv 
a foreign power.* However, in the event of United States 
being drawn into war, Canada could scarcely remain aloof. 
Interests aie in too many respects identical. The road 
would be of undoubted advantage at all times, to both na¬ 
tions, whether in peace or war. United States wants the 
road for defence purposes, to connect with its strategic 
Alaskan outposts. Canada, through whichever province 
the road passed, would benefit through the opening up of 
new country, in demand for labor, and in eventual tourist 
trade. 

Mrs. George Black, member for the Yukon at Ottawa 
in advocating the road, says that if Canada permits the 
right of way, Unitcl States should pay- all costs of build¬ 
ing and should employ only Canadian labor. 

The New York Sun in an article on the Alaskan high¬ 
way, states that allhough the road (through B.C.) has 
oeen endorsed as a military work, it would also explore a 
new and fertile'agricultural and mineral land; would pro¬ 
vide a scenio ’ route for tourists and would open up a 
sportsmen’s paradise. The road surveyed through B. C. 
.vould be 150 miles inland from the Pacific Coast, and

quotes a report or L,. w. Pearsall, recent' Dominion 
hog grader, on the future of the British market. Dr. Hind 
comments that Mr. Pearsall does not give much light on 
unsatisfactory angles from the producer’s standpoint but 
does encourage further production. 

He said that Britain had spent more in recent years, on 
imported hog products than on imports of wheat and flour, 
and the competition might be less keen. When the present 
bacon quota expires, Canadian future quota will be depend¬ 
ent on the ability to produce the bacon and the dependa¬ 
bility of supply. British traders lay first stress on quality 
and second on steadiness of flow, and available quantity. 
Irregular shipments are necessarily destructive; 

Any information on hog marketing is of importance to 
the west because the trend of production has been steadily 
westward. The improvement in quality of western hogs is 
regarded as remarkable. In 1923, there were 2.3% of se¬ 
lects in Alberta. Today there are 26.9% selects from Al¬ 
berta, with a corresponding-increase in. quality in other 
prairie provinces. The general flavor and quality of Cana¬ 
dian bacon when it arrives in Britain is good. 

But, says Dr. Hind, Mr. Pearsall did not say anything 
about regulation of price level. He explained that it cost 
$5 to move 1000 pounds of grain to Britain, it only cost 
$2.50 to move the same amount of grain by way of feed¬ 
ing to a hog. Hog feeding he thought an important alter¬ 
native in entering low grade wheat and coarse grains to 
Britain. But when he was asked to explain wide fluctua¬ 
tions of market he said it was due to fluctuations in the 
British market, and excessive receipts at times. Dr. Hind 
says this was the voice of Mr. Pearsall, but was also the 
answer of the packers. 

Dr. Hind says: “We said on Nov. 10 and repeat that if 
oackers want hogs let them stabilize the price. Producers 
claim with every- show of reason they don’t ask for any 
fixed price but they would like a price that does not so of¬ 
ten take to ski-jumps downward.”

In an effort to answer this query, 
Roger Babson gives six reasons why 
there is unemployment. He has ire- 
come somewhat of an expert in eco¬ 
nomic affairs, and possibly many 
|>eople will agree that the sitx reasons 
he advances, “hit the nail on the 
head.” He says three of the nine mil¬ 
lion people out of the work in the Un¬ 
ited States- are in this position Iwv 
vause: (1) Women are employed in 
industry while men decline to take 
their place in the home; (2) Because 
the demands of labor unions are forc¬ 
ing employees to instal labor-saving 
machinery and thus throw many men 
out of work; (3) Because foreign 
trade is lost due to excessive tariffs, 
high labor costs and the nationalistic 
policies so prevalent in many coun¬ 
tries; (4) Because high school'educa- 
tion creates the desire for easy jobs 
and an easy life without struggle and 
sacrifice; (6) Because of foolish legis¬ 
lation which seeks to fix wages, pri¬ 
ces and hours of work; (6) Because of 
the constantly widening breach be¬ 
tween the birth-rate of the employing 
and the wage-earning classes.—Ex¬ 
change. 


A revision in the appointment of 
school trustees which would give 
greater representation to local trus¬ 
tees both in boards governing the 
large school district units and in the 
Alberta School Trustees’ Association 
was asked by* Dr. C. A. Staples of 
Stettler in his presidential address to 
the association’s annual convention. 

Under the unit plan brought into 
effect during the last two years, Dr. 
Staples said, 3,500 school districts 
had been consolidated into 44 large 
units and the work of 10,000 trustees 
had been placed in the hands of 220. 

Enterprise work introduced in Al¬ 
berta under the government’s educa¬ 
tional policy had been most satisfac¬ 
tory*, the president reported. But 
many problems had been presented in 
the intermediate schools and numer¬ 
ous option courses in the high school 
curricula “is a cause of headache in 
the smaller centres,” he said. 

“The increased costs, the need of 
more rooms and better qualified 
teachers is making it almost impos¬ 
sible for the smaller centres to meet 
the requirements,” Dr. Staples said. 
“And yet it must be done as it is one 
of the improvements that this organ¬ 
ization has been asking for years.” 

Home Oil Flow 
Reaches 3500 Bbls 

Flush production of 587 barrels in 
lour hoirrs through tubing—at the 
late of approximately 3,500 barrels a 
day—at the Home-Millarville 2 wey, 
was reported last week end. 

Previously in a 12-hour production 
run, with production coming between 
the tubing and the casing, the Well 
yielded 1,710 barrels, or at the rate 
of 3,420 barrels a day. 

The oil-gas ratio is said to have up- 
proved since acidization. The gas flow 
is 3.8(H),000 cubic feet u day and the 
gravity of the oil is 40 degrees. 

Because Home-Millarville produced 
at the rate of 3,500 barrels a day in 
the first four hours, it does not mean 
that this will be the production in 24 
hours or that the well wilL continue to 
produce at this initial flush production 
rate, oil men stated. Ordinarily, pro¬ 
duction may be expected to drop dur¬ 
ing the remaining 20 hours of the day. 

The performance of Home-Millar¬ 
ville 2 to date, however, is said to 
have established the fact that it may 
be expected to be an excellent crude 
producer and to have proven up a 
large area, 15 miles northwest of the 
south crude area for development. 


Another View of 
Can. Settlement 

Writer in London Spectator 
Presents Picture of Difficul¬ 
ties Facing English in New 
Land 


Mary Ritchie, writing in the Lon¬ 
don Spectator, draws a realistic pic¬ 
ture of the difficulties confronting an 
English immigrant who undertakes 
farm settlement in Western Canada. 
Her article was a reply to what she 
considers too “bright and beautiful” 
visions dangled before prospective 
settlers in Britain. She sees flaws in 
the schemes of large scale British 
settlement proposed (or Canada. Cit¬ 
ing her own experience, she says: 

“I have been in Canada since 1907, 
and in that 31 years I have spent on 
a prairie farm, I have seen people 
start on virgin land and with infin¬ 
itesimal capital. They worked early 
and late, wrestled with nature in all 
her moods, inveigled annually against 
a grain trade that depressed prices 
each fall when the farmers harvested 
and raised them when the crop had 
passed from the grower’s hands. Still 
inch by inch, they advanced. Better 
buildings replaced shacks, Ford cars 
replaced buggies, a few comforts ap¬ 
peared in the homes, and the pioneers 
•planned for a future when they could 
retire to a more moderate climate, 
leaving the young people to carry on. 

“Today these hopes lie in ruins. Ten 
years of drought, soil drift, rust, in¬ 
sect pests and price collapse have ta¬ 
ken a terrible toll. On all sides, emp¬ 
ty houses. Week after week the pa¬ 
pers record suicides ‘where no inquest 
is considered necessary.’ Everyone 
knows all too well, that John Smith 
had reached the end of his resources, 
and even hope had failed. 

“So much to be done after nine 
years of crushing disappointments— 
if the new crop came through. Win¬ 
dow glass to replace boards and rags; 
shingled roofs; draughty places re¬ 
covered; new household equipment, 
sheets and blankets, shoes and stock- 
,ngs, decent underwear, pots and 
pans; dental and optical services; 
farm equipment. 

“Wonderful things could happen if 
the crop came through. People were 
justified in being hopeful, as authori¬ 
ties pointed out that the wheat carry¬ 
over was smallest in years, and a fair 
price was sure. The turning of the 
long lane was in sight; the very air 
was different. We were all very gay 
together. 

“Mid-July and rust appeared, and 
remembering the havoc of 1935, we 
were uneasy. Still it might not get 
very bad. August brought the grass- 
- hoppers. Not many at first but event¬ 
ually by the million. They flew in 
from the southern States, over Mon¬ 
tana and the Dakotas, on to Canada. 
Fields that promised a ‘thirty to thir¬ 
ty-five bushel yield, have been so hit 
by rust and ’hoppers that they are re¬ 
turning a scanty five or six bushels. 

“Use of the combine has been com¬ 
pulsory in many cases, owing-to lack 
of horsepower. Equise encephalomyle- 
tis, prevalent in Manitoba and parts 
of Saskatchewan last year, has been 
worse than ever. The epidemic swept 
into Alberta, and has left-over 10,900 
hors^ dead across the prairie. Our 
own team died within a few days of 
each other. Looking with misty eyes 
at their vacant stalls we realize that 
acquiring replacements is an almost 
insuperable problem. Futile to buy 
more horses, as there is no guarantee 
that the disease will not reappear. 
Mechanical power seems to be called 
for, but how can it be done. 

“There is talk of cutting produc¬ 
tion, yet we hear of malnutrition and 
want. Lack of adequate water sup¬ 
ply prevents stock raising and short¬ 
age of pasture in dry years discour¬ 
ages dairying. The rigorous winters 
discourage profitable poultry raisfhg.

Can. Cattle n uota 
Being Taken Up 


A recent wire to local cattlemen 
from Chicugo, says “Customs advises 
approximately 24,000 quota cattle im¬ 
ported from Jan. 1 to 14, including 
10,000 from Canada and 14,000 from 
Mexico. Approximately 15,000 from 
Canada since Jan. 14, - figures froni 
Mexico not known.’’ This would indi¬ 
cate that the quota of 60.000 for the 
period up to March "1, is being taken 
up quickly. 

Not many larg" shipments have 
gone out from this part of the West. 
Last week J. V. Drumheller shipped 
out 22.1 head to 4 Sioux City, Iowa, 
buyer. These cattle were brought an 
from the Hound T range. They were 
Hereford, Shorthorn arid Aberdeen 
Angris, in fine conifitiop. 

Under the new trade treaty a quota 
of 60,000 on Canadian and Mexican 
cattle was set for each three month 
period at a special duty of 1 '■» cents.

Five Texas Experts with Con¬

According to a statement released 
by Dr. W. W. Cross, minister o: 
health, approximately 71,6(H) persons 
within Aloerta, received relief inoneys 
totalling $5,740,886.55 duririg the fis¬ 
cal year’1937-38. The 71,500 persons 
included families and single homeless 
unemployed who applied for and re¬ 
ceived relief. The gross cost includ¬ 
ed direct relief exclusive of agricul¬ 
ture and farm settlement projects. 
The cost of administering this work 
was"$ 163,829.88 or only 2.85% of the 
total. 

This information will be tabled at 
the . coming session. Although the 
1937-38 figures carry only to March 
Ml, 19M8. there are other statistics in¬ 
cluded relating to succeeding months 
of 1938. 

In addition to relief above men¬ 
tioned for the fiscal year 1937-38, 
there were relief projects which pro¬ 
vided wages; 2,155 families earned 
an average of $86 per family,, Thc^, 
produced 32,300 railway ties. 2400 
telephone poles and a large amount of 
piling and other, lumber. 

There are 908 transient families on 
provincial relief, and this could be cut 
notably if these people could be placed 
on laitd. The government has 5,000 
farm homes, 200 of which are avail¬ 
able and in good shape. 

Experience has shown, says Dr. 
Cross, that if these people remain in 
cities it is difficult for them to be¬ 
come self-supporting. Rut in two 
years, with government help, they 
could be self-supporting on the land. 
Since Dec. 1, 1938ronly 24 transient 
families have taken advantage of the 
government’s farm settlement plan. 
Although still getting assistance,

Annual Meeting of 
Eastway Social Club 


Large Majority Favors Withdrawal 
U.F.A. from All Political Activity 


The Women’s Social Club of East- 
way held its annual meeting at the 
home of Mrs. P. Baldwin on Thurs¬ 
day, Jan. 26. This marked the clo 9 e 
of a very successful year for the la¬ 
dies and plans for future meetings 
went forward with great enthusiasm 
as the business meeting progressed. 
Meeting places for the year were 
arranged and a new slate of officera 
elected. Mrs. W. Marshall was return¬ 
ed to the presidency by acclamation 
'and Mrs. S. Cockwell and T. Webber 
were elected to serve as first and sec¬ 
ond vice-presidents respectively. Mrs. 
F. Wyatt was the unanimous choice 
for secretary-treasurer for another 
year. A vote of thanks was extended 
to last year's executive for the fine 
way in w^ch htey carried on the work 
of the society. 

After the business meeting a raffle 
was held, the winner being Mrs. O. 
Ryan and a contest in which all the 
ladies took part was won by Mrs. R. 
Onstad. A number of songs were 
joined in by all and the serving of 
refreshments brought the meeting to 
an enjoyable close. 


By a strong majority, approximate¬ 
ly seven to one, the U.F.A. has decid¬ 
ed in provincial convention, to with¬ 
draw from the political field. In'place 
of the political aims which have dom¬ 
inated the movement for many years, 
the United Farmers of Alberta will 
revert to original economic objections. 

This conclusion was reached after 
two hours’ discussion. It was the cli 
max of convention considerations, and 
the decision was generally popular, 
although not unanimous. Delegates 
maintained that an objective of co-op¬ 
eration and social progress, together 
with a substantial membership, will 
give the U.F.A. strong political pow¬ 
er, without political tie-up. The decis¬ 
ion of the convention ends the link 
with the C.C.F. in 'federal politics, 
and leaves all U.F.A. members free to 
follow any political trend they may 
choose. 

The resolution which brought the 
decisive vote is as follows: 

“For 14 years our representatives in 
the Legislature and in Parliament 
have made it one of their first respon¬ 
sibilities to strive continuously for a 
higher standard of farm life and have 
made many noteworthy contributions 
to that objective; and 
"An organisation to be effective in 
behalf of the farmers of this province 
must have a very large measure of 
unity in support of its proposals; and 
“To achieve more effective unified 
action towards such measures of 
amelioration as are possible within 
the limitations of our present econom¬ 
ic system, it is necessary to receive 
more support from larger numbers of 
our farm people; 

“Therefore be it resolved, that the 
Board of the U.F.A. recommend to 
this convention that we cease all our 
direct political activity; and 
“Further that no individual, local 
or. association be allowed in any cir¬ 
cumstances whatever to use any part 
of the U.F.A. machinery to endorse or 
promote the interests of a political 
party or movement." 

Twenty speakers had been heard 
when a motion to close the debate 
came from the floor. Of the 20, 16 had 
voiced their approval of the resolu¬ 
tion to withdraw; one was against, 
one for remaining as at present—U. 
F.A. provincially, C.C.F. federally-- 
and two were rather indecisive. The 
vote closed the discussion. 

' Eleven Point Program 
The future policy of the U.F.A. pre¬ 
sented in the form of a resolution by 
the organization’s board of directors, 
embraced the following eleven prob¬ 
lems to be considered. 

Faym indebtedness, cost of produc¬ 
tion for primary products, high inter¬ 


est rates, farm implement and repair 
prices, transportation, rural education 
health legislation, rural housing, ad¬ 
justment of currency and exchange 
rates, crop insurance, and national 
marketing legislation. 

The resolution also pledges the U. 
F.A. members “to do all within our 
power to promote and co-ordinate the 
work of all the existing co-operative 
and commercial activities of the far¬ 
mers, and by this means, help to 
bring about that standard of living 
and security for which we have strug¬ 
gled these many years.” 

Disapproves Chsmberlsin Policy 

The convention unanimously disap¬ 
proved British foreign policy as car¬ 
ried out by Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain, and urged collaboration of all de¬ 
mocratic countries against dictator¬ 
ship. An embargo was demanded on 
trade with Japan, and a removal of 
trade restrictions with Loyalist Spain 
and China. 

George Coote, as secretary of the 
Canadian Chamber of Agriculture, 
told of development of co-operatives 
in United States and appealed for a 
vigorous farm body in Canada.
